The claims are amended as follows: 

2. The ink cartridge according to claim 454, wherein the first outer shell constituent 
member and the second outer shell constituent member are hermetically coupled together by 
vibratory welding. 

6. The ink cartridge according to claim 454, wherein the first outer shell constituent 
member and the second outer shell constituent member are hermetically coupled together by 
heat-welding. 

1 1 . The ink cartridge according to claim 454, wherein a first continuous, closely 
contactable surface is formed over the entirety of a peripheral edge of a lower case forming the 
first outer shell constituent member; a second closely contactable surface is formed on a 
peripheral edge of a cover forming the second outer shell constituent member to be brought into 
close contact with the first closely contactable surface; and an engagement section removably 
engaging the peripheral edge of the lower case is formed integrally on the cover, the engagement 
section maintaining the case and the cover in a sealed state. 
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17. (Amended) An ink cartridge for use with a recording apparatus, including an ink 
pack of flexible material storing in ink therein, and a cartridge case h e nnetioaB y-formed for 
housing the ink pack, wherein, when the ink cartridge is mounted to a recording apparatus, 
pressurized air is introduced into the cartridge case, the ink cartridge comprising: 

first and second cases which constitute the cartridge case, said second case having a 
circumferential portion; 

a flange section formed along an edge of an opening of the first case, wherein said 
circumferential portion of said second case covers said flange section; and 

at least one lug-shaped member which is formed on the second case and engages with the 
flange section, thereby coupling the first and second cases together, wherein said lug-shaped 
member protrudes inward from an inner surface of said circumferential portion. 

23. The ink cartridge according to any one of claims 18 through 22, wherein frthe film 
member is sealed to the edge of the opening of the first case by heat welding. 

43. An ink cartridge for use with a recording apparatus, including an ink pack of flexible 
material storing in-ink therein, and a cartridge case h e rm e tically f ormed for housing the ink pack, 
wherein, when the ink cartridge is mounted to a recording apparatus, pressurized air is 
introduced into the cartridge case, the ink cartridge comprising: 
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first and second cases which constitute the cartridge case, said second case is formed 

from a planar section acting as a cover and a fold section formed integral with and perpendicular 

to the planar section; 

at least one lug-shaped member which is formed on the fold section of the second case; 

and 

at least one slit formed through the second case at a location corresponding to the 
location of the lug-shaped member, said slit extending in a direction parallel to the fold section. 

47. An ink cartridge for use with a recording apparatus which supplies ink to a recording 
head by application of pressurized air produced by an air prcssurization pump, the ink cartridge 
comprising: 

an outer shell member constructed at least by a case and a heat-weldin g film fi mt nntor 
sh e ll constituent memb e r and a o e oond outer sh e ll constituent m e mber that ore hermetically 
oouplod together , 

an ink pack of flexible material storing ink therein, the ink pack being housed within the 
outer shell; and 

a pressure chamber defined between the outer shell member and the ink pack and adapted 
to receive the pressurized air produced by the air prcssurization pump.? 

wher e in the o e oond outer sh e ll constituent member iG a h e at welding film. 
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48. The ink cartridge according to claim 447, wherein the case and the heat-welding 
film fi rot outer oh e ll constitu e nt m e mb e r and the second out e r shell constitu e nt m e mb e r a re 
hermetically ooupl e d s ealed t ogether by heat-welding. 

49. The ink cartridge according to claim 48, wherein a continuous, substantially planar 
weld surface is formed over the entirety of a peripheral edge of the case a lower eas e forming th e 
first outer shell oonotituent member , and said heat-welding film forming th e oeoond outer sh e ll 
constituent memb e r i s thermally welded to the weld surface. 

5 1 . The ink cartridge according to claim 50, wherein an engagement section removably 
engaging the peripheral edge of the lowercase is formed integrally on a peripheral edge of the 
reinforcement member. 

52. The ink cartridge according to any one of claims 48 through 5 1 , wherein 
reinforcement ribs axe formed on the surface of the cas efi rst out e r sh e ll oonotitu e nt m e mb e r , the 
surface at least partially defining the pressure chamber. 

53. The ink cartridge according to claim 47, further comprising a cover coupled to the 
case to cover said film, w herein a first continuous, olosely oontaotabl e surfac e io formed over the 
entirety of a peripheral edge of a low e r oas e forming th e first out e r sh e ll constituent m e mber; a 
second olosely oontaotabl e surfac e is form e d on a peripheral e dg e of a cover forming th e s e cond 
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outer sh e ll constitu e nt m e mb e r to b e brought into elop e contaot with th e first oloooly oontaot abte 
Qurfoce; and an engagement section removably engaging the-aperipheral edge of the lewetcase 
is formed integrally on the cove r, the engagem e nt s e ction maintaining the oaoo and th e cov e r in a 
soalod state .
